THE PUBLIC APPRECIATED IT 
AND THERE WAS A GREAT 
GATHERING. 


A HUNDRED PICTURES 
WERE ALSO SHOWN. 


The Post-Dispatch Got the News First 
and ‘ave It to the People First 
in the Most Attrac- 
tive Style. 


Even the festive Belshazzar. with ail his 
horror of handwritings on the wall, woul 
have pulled his van dyke with glee if he 
could have seen the BPost-Dispatch’s elec- 
tion bulletins Tuesday night. 

Nothing comparing with them in numbers 
in the vast field they covered, the distinct- 
ness with which they were shown, the 
rapidity of their alteration and the pains 
taken to show them, had ever before been 
seen in St. Louis. 

In the office upon the ground floor of the 
Post-Dispatch Building was a magnificent 
electric stereopticon lantern furnished by 
the A S. Aioe company and manipulated 
by their employes. Attached to the lantern 
were the electric supply wires of the office 
and their voltage gave the instrument a 
reflective brilliancy eQual to the light of 
10,000 candles. Across Olive street, upon 


sion of the Commercial management and T. 
B. Boyd & Co., haberdashers, was stretched 


a big 2x25 foot canvas, the largest ever | 
hung in the city. It was kalsomined to | 


secure an opaque background and increaée 
the clearness of the bu.letins. 

In the Post-Dispatch office were 20 per- 
sons busy supplying the plates for the in- 
strument and exhibiting them upon the 
canvass. The news came into the tele- 
graphic department from all over the coun- 
try by wire and by meSsengers from the 
e.ty receiving headquapters at the Chest- 
nut Street Police Station. In the local and 
telegraph rooms~upon the fourth floor the 
returns were edited, then sent to the 
ground floor through the copy-chute. In the 
office near the lantern were eight penmen 
copying the bulletins upon little glass plates 
in indelible ink, two men carrying them to 
the manipulator, two wore ass.sting the 
manipulator load and unload the instru- 
ment and a man taking the plates used and 
washing them clean for new use. 

The service began at 7 o'clock. The prep- 
arations made for it exceeded anything of 
the kind ever attempted in St. Louis. In 
anticipation of it a great crowd was already 
gathered upon Olive street before the Post- 
Dispatch building. The plates were alter- 
nated at the rate of three a minute, and 
from 7 o’clock until. 12:30 Wednesday morn- 
ing there was never a break nor intermis- 
sion tn the display, a full thousand of them 
flashing upon the canvas before the service 
ended. 

The first bulletins to go up were of th® 
early counts in Greater New York, and 
such was the popular interest in the race 
between Teddy and the Judge. and such the 
desire of the crowd to root for either one 
or the other, that the very first bulletins 
were received with enthusiastic expression. 

The Post-Dispateh bulletins were the 
first to reach the city. They were the first 
to get where the people could see them 
They were the best. They were on the 
largest canvas, They were thrown by the 
strongest lantern, They were the easiest 
read, and the people learned all this in a 
short while and flled the street from 
Broadway to Sixth, seeing every letter 
upon the canvas. It was a beautiful] stere- 
opticon exhibition, and compared 
other calcium displays about the y, 
was like a great circus in the field with 
a job lot of side-shows. 

As the evening advanced the fame of the 
Post-Dispatch bulletins went over the city, 
and thereafter tne street was so full of 
people that everybody had to stand on one 
foot. It was raining in a steady, cheer- 
less. chilly way, mich as ‘t did the night 
of the great campaign of 189. It was too 
wretched a night to be out, but the peo- 
p! le pac ked in Olive Street never thought of

CAUGHT SHARKS AND

Thrilling Story of Their Peri] and 
Suffering and Final Rescue Told 
by Captain Bennett. 


NEW YORK, Noy. 9.—Six sailors, who 
have just arrived at New York, are the 
eurvivors of perils, privations, hunger and 
thirst so terrible that it is impossible to 
conceive how men less stout-hearted than 
they, or even as brave, could have sur- 
vived.

THE CAPTAIN’S STORY. 

“The Jenn’e F. Willey was a _  330-ton 
echooner of Thdmaston, Me. With a crew 
of seven, including myself, we left Jackson- 
ville, Fla., with lumber for Martinique on 
Sept. 22. On deck there was only 46,000 feet 
of lumber. On Sept. 24 the wind was mod- 
erate from the southeast and so held, va- 
riable and light, with everything , 
pleasant till Sept. 30, when we = - 
easy saile, ou hle-reefed fore 
&6ails and likewise forestaysail. On 
ter part of the day we furied the foresail 
and the forestaysail. 

“On the morning of Oct. 1 we 
with a hurricane, with heavy eeas, 
eght bells of the morning watch it was 
blowing with terrible combers. We then 
took in the foresail and the forestaysail. 
Between 9 and 10 a. m. we ‘got the ship on 
the starboard tack, and, ajJthough the hur: 
cane increased again and came with sq 2118 
we were still comfortable under our double- 
reef mainsail,

We 
all got over into the port r gging and 
Stayed there half an hour, until the mizzen 
mast was ripved out and crushed over 
the stern, dropping us into the water. 

“Shortly after the mizzen mast fell the 
upper deck went, too. and all that was 
left a little above the water was a bit of 
the poop planking—a section ten § feet 
Square. Upon this we all climbed and 
lashed ourselves to the planking 

“All that dayv—Oct. l—and <i 
and all Oct. 2 a gale howled 
time. Nearly every man was shivering in 
his underc lothing. The gale and the waves 
had taken the remainder of our togs. A 
couple of the men had remnants of their 
oil suits. 

“On a small piece of planking 
stretched a tiny strip of canvas. all 
had, for a distress signal. I ordered 
every man should waich an hour. as 
hoped that we would be picked up soon 
by some passing vessel, while the gship- 
mates of the sailor on guard should sleep 
etx hours.

HOPES OF SAFETY DASHED. 


“On Oct. XB it cleared, but no land was 
in sight.

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HUMANIZING HUMANITY. : 

Professor Graham Taylor of the Chicago Theological Semi- 
nary spoke Sunday at the vesper service of the University of 
Chicago on “The Relation of Christianity to the Workingman.” 

In the course of his remarks he observed that “consciously 
or unconsciously the church hag become the religious organ 
of a class, and until we can wipe out this class distinction and 
eradicate class feeling we cannot hope to widen its influence 
60 as to encompass the world.” 

If Professor ‘Taylor is right about this, it would be inter- 
esting to know what procedure he would suggest to accomplish 
the end he has in view. The class consciousness wars against 
the human, and is at the bottom of most, if not all, of our woes. 
When humanity is entirely humanized there will be an end of 
Class distinction. 

As Professor Taylor states the case, the mission of the 
church seems to be to abolish these distinctions. It is very 
gratifying to hear such sentiments expressed in an institution 
of learning which is commonly supposed to be too much under 
the influence of the grossest of all class feeling.

A Plea for the Child Workers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The curfew measure, a very wise one, 
indeed, having met with the approval of 
a majority of our city solons, it is to be 
hoped that some of our municipal legis- 
lators will take cognizance of the daily 
infraction of that statutory law which 
specifies that children under the age of 
13 years shall not be employed tn fac. 
tories, shops or other places for the per- 
formance of physical labor. 

While we are looking after the moral 
welfare of the children, let us also do 
something for their physical well-being. 
There are thousands of children under $ 
years of age working ten hours per diem 
in. St. Louis. If their’ employers are 
questioned about them the plea is made 
that the parents of the children are poor, 
and in many instances the mothers of the 
children are widows. This plea cannot 
cover all the cases. It would be found in- 
volved in many of the cases in which it 
now does service. In some cases the pa- 
ents are dissolute and improvident, but a 
vast number of them are comparatively 
well-to-do and possessed of a. spirit of 
greed, mistakenly called thrift, which tm- 
pels them to deprive their children of the 
rights and privileres which nature and 
the laws of man have said shall be theirs.

MRS. ALICE SNELL DEAD. 


She Was One of the Acknowledged 


Beauties of Chicago. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Mrs. Alice Snell 
Green, wife of Douglass Green, died in the 
New York Hospital last night. An opera- 
tion was performed on her Sunday morn- 
ing. 

In Feruary, 189, Mrs. -Green, then Mrs. 
McCrea-Snell, was married at Hampfon, 
Va., to Douglass Green, then a partner in 
the banking firm of Green & Bateman. 
They went to Europe together. 

Mr. Green had wife then living, who 
afterwards got a divorce from him. Mr. 
Green and his wife’s son were by her side 
when she died. 

W. S. McCrea was Mrs. Green's first hus. 
band. She was soon divorced from him. 
She was the youngest daughter of Amos 
T. Snell of Chi¢agzo, who, in February, 1588, 
was killed in his home there by a burglar. 
A reward of $40,000 was offered for the mur- 
derer. The whole country was scoured for 
him, but he was never captured. 

Alice Snell was one of the acknowledged 
beauties of Chicago. At the age of 22, by 
her father’s death, a fortune approximating 
half a million dollars was left to her.

current editorial he expresses himself a. 
follows: 

“If the L. A. W. formally turns the con- 
trol of racing over to some other body,” 
remarks he, ‘‘we will be to a certain ex- 
tent—in the eyes of the public, at least— 
responsible for the actions of that body.

the poor of Havana. The direst misery pre- 
vails in every direction, and the necessity 
for an organized system of relief was never 
more urgent that at present. Trade is at 
a standstill, owing to the uncertainty re- 
garding the introduction of the new tariff. 
Employment is difficult to obtain and the 
almost complete cessation of municipal 
work and the gradual withdrawal of the 
Spanish administration, preparatory to 
evacuation, has closed many avenues of 
subsistence. Added to this the winter 
weather has set in, with cold northern 
squalls and a sharp fall of the temperat- 
ure increasing the wretchedness of the mis- 
erable beings who are houseless and home- 
less, Wh»se huddled forms nightly crowd 
the pavements 

The Cubam committee, recognizin the 
necessity for immediate action, has 
up a@ petition to the President, which is 
being margely signed. It will probably laid 
before the American commissioners for 
transmission to the United States. It repre- 
sents not only the views of Cubans, but 
has been signed also by many prominent 
Spaniards, who are thoroughly in accord 
with this appeal. The petition states thou- 
sands of Cubans are in great misery and 
will die of hunger if relief is not given 
them; that the resources of the Cuban 
committees ‘have been found inadequate to 
cope with so much distress, and that the 
people of Cuba, ruined by the late war, are 
unable to help in but a small way. Their 
only recourse, therefore, is to appeal to the 
American people, through the President, to 
save the lives of thousands of human be- 
ings who are now dying of hunger. They 
ask that a sum be raised for special relief 
purposes and made chargeable to the Cuban 
revenue for repayment. Whatever scheme 
of relief is adopted it is urged that it be 
adopted jamediately,

System by Which Election 


Returns Are Gathered and 


Given to the Public Days in Advance of the 


Official Count 


of the Ballots.

Everybody knows that election day is the 
most exciting day in the almanac and that 
the day is quiet when compared with the 
night that follows. 

But only a small proportion of the pop- 
wlation, outside of political circles, are fa- 
miliar with the details of the election sys- 
tem in a great city like St. Louis. 

How the ballots are cast, how they are 
counted, where the records go and how the 
results are given to the public through bul- 
letins and newspaper extras so quickly, are 
election features that combine themselves 
into a story the West End society young 
woman, the housewife, the non-partisan 
clergyman, the school boy and giri may 
read with interest, even though they don't 
care a rap whether Teddy Roosevelt or 
Julius Wurzburger is governor of New 
York. 

The election excitement begins when the 
6 o'clock whistle blows in the gray, chilly 
morning, for that is when the polls open 
and the early voter Casts his ballot. Asa 
general rule the early voter casts a bal- 
lot without a scratch. He is either a dyed- 
in-the-wool Democrat or a Republican of 


the same emphasis. He knows a year be- 
fore the election that he is going to vote 
a straight party ticket, so he sees no use 
delaying to listen to argument or to think 
it over. 

Men of unstable or flexible political faith 
are not in a hurry to vote. Their ballots 
straggle in all through the day, many of 
them coming at the last moment. Under 
the present law 7 p. m. is when the polls 
close, the State Legislature having recent- 
ly lengthened the voting time by two 
hours. 

In a big city like St. Louis, it would be 
{impossible for all of the voting population 
to vote at one place, consequently eac’ of 
the 428 ward precincts has its polling place, 
which is in charge of two judges and two 
clerks, equally divided with reference to 
politics, that is, the two old parties, Re- 
publican and Democratic. These judges 
and clerks are appo.nted prior to the elec- 
tion by the Board of Election Commiseion- 
ers. 

On the day before election the judges 
a@nd clerks are called before the Election 
Commissioners and after being instructed 
as to the law prescribing their duties, they 
@re entrusted with ballot boxes, registry 
books and other election paraphernalia, 
which they take on the following morning 
@t the hour designated, to the polling 
place to which they are aesigned, that 
place being rented by the Electior® Com- 
missioners. 

If it should occur that any judge or clerk 
fis absent from his post of duty at the hour 
for opening the polls, it is provided by 
law that the bystanders representing the 
political faith of the absent judge or clerk 
May elect a substitute, 


task. but the work is so systematized that 
notwithstanding the immense vo.ume of 
labor. definite results are known within a 
comparatively short while, 

According to the arrangement existing In 
St. Lou’s, as soon as the votes are counted 
at each polling place by the judges and 
clerks in charge the ballot boxes are 6ea.ed 
and delivered to the Election Commission- 
ers in their office at the City Hall. But 
an abstract of the figures is made. at 
each polling place and this abstract is 
given to. a policeman detailed for the pur- 
pose of carrying it to the Chestnut Street 
Station, which is a branch of the Central 
Poiice Station. 

There these returns are handled in the 
assembly room by representatives of the 
daily newspapers, who send bu.letins to 
their offices. These bulletins are sent by 
wire, a temporary telegraph station being 
established by the newspapers, Several 
operators are kept busy at this work. 

While the figures brought in by the po- 
lice are only semi-official, they are usually 
accumate, and but little change is ever made 
by the official count. Since it requires more 
time to count the votes in some precincts, 
than in others, and since distance cuts 
much of a figure, the returns reach the 
Chestnut Street station by plecemeal, that 
is each precinct arrives separately, one at 
a time, and it is hours before the aggre- 
gate results are known, although weli-in- 
formed politicians can usually form a fairly 
reliable forecast from the partial reports 
at hand. 

The work of the police in gathering and 
disseminating election returns is not a 
part of @heir duty required by law. It is 
simply a courtesy designed to accommo- 
date the public, and to make it possible 
for the newspapers to give election news 
without the delay that would result ff 
they had to wait for.the Election Commis- 
sioners to make _ the official announce- 
ment, 

Flection nights are busy times in al! 
daily newspaper offices, both afternoon 
and morning. 

While the morning papers are preparing 
the news for their editions, which are is- 
sued at 3 o’clock or a little later, the af- 
ternoon papers are giving the public the 
same news by well-displaved bulletins, 
several hours in advance, The thousands 
who saw the Post-Dispatch bulletins Tues- 
day night went home at 11 o'clock, know- 
ing fully as much of the election in M'is- 
sourlt and other States as they knew at 
the breakfast table when they read the 
morning papers, and then in the Post- 
Dispatch Wednesday afternoon the reader 
mav pour over official figures. 

The men at the Chestnut Street Station 
receiving the precinct returns are not the 
only newspaper workers who are on duty 
election nights. In the editorial rooms and 
mechanical department of the Post-Dis- 
patch Tuesday night, a complete force was 
at work. As fast as news was received 
from the telegraph wire, by telephone or 
by messenger, writers put it in bulletin 
form and sent it to another force, who 
transcribed the copy on glass plates by 
means of ink and a small fine-pointed pen. 
These glass plates were then delivered to 
the man in charge of the stereopticon, and 


“But what if there should be no by- 
standers?”’ asks a seeker after political wis- 
dom. 

That has never yet happened, and prob- 
ably never will. As long as there are poll- 
ing places on election day there will al- 
Ways be bystanders, as close to the ballot 
box as the law will allow. 

When the voter enters the polling place 
he is required to state his name and ad- 
dress. The officers in charge then refer to 
a@ book which contains the name and ad- 
dress of every man entitled to vote at that 

lace. If he is found to be correctly reg- 
stered—that preliminary having been com- 
plied with on a previously appointed date— 
@ clerk hands him a bunch of tickets, one 
for each party In the fleld. 

The voter steps into a booth, selects the 
ticket he desires to vote, scratches such 
names as are undesirable on that ticket. 
if any, subst'tuting candidates from one 
of the other tickets by writing the names 
on the ballot with a pencil. After having 
fixed his ticket thus, he separates {it from 
the bunch, folds it up and hands !t to the 
clerk who stands by the ballot box. At the 
Same time he returns to the clerk the dis- 
carded tickets. 

As the clerk eecelves the ticket he calls 
aloud the name of the voter and the num- 
ber of the ticket. Then he deposits the tick- 
et voted through a elot in the top of the 
sealed ballot box, discarding the rejected 
tickets. For ths purpose huge waste bas- 
kets are kept handy. 

Then the voter has voted, and the law 
Says he must leave the polling place with- 
Out delay. to make room for others, and 
also to prevent the possibility of his influ- 
encing other voters or provoking politica] 
argument or discussion. The idea is that 
every man, when he casts his ballot, shall 
not ve subjected to any interference, eith- 

by persuasion, coercion or intimidation 
Soliciting votes—electioneering. it is called 
in the vernacular—is not allowed withi: 


from his apparatus, the writing, magnified 
in size may times, was flashed across the 
street on broad canvas, for the information 
of anxious waiting thousands. 

In addition to the force employed in mak- 
ing the bulletins, another smal] army of 
men must write and edit copy for extra edi- 
tions of the paper, which enter more inta 
~— than is possible for the bulletins 
to do. 

The shouting, noisy crowd on the outside 
who gaze upon the bulletins, some ap- 
plauding, some cursing the luck—that is 
governed by their political preference—have 
but little idea how many skilled workers 
it requires to give the public that much 
information. But thev all agree that the 
modern newspaper bulletin board is a re- 
markably swift disseminator of election 
news, 

When the election judges and clerks have 
delivered the ballot boxes to the office of 
the Election Commissioners, sealed and in- 
tact, their duty ‘s ended. 

After the election the election commis- 
sioners open the boxes and make an offi- 
c’al count of all the ballots cast. These 
officia] resu'ts are then certified to the Sec- 
retary of State at Jefferson City, and cer- 
tificntes of election mre issued by the Gov- 
ernor to the successful candidates. The bal- 
lots are stowed away in vaults in the office 
of the Election Commissioners. where they 
are kept a year or longer. This precau- 
tion is in order that another count may be: 
made in the event some defeated candidate 
should institute contest proceedings, which 
is another story. 

Everybody, even to the layman who never 
cast a ballot or the society debutante who 
thinks politics belong solely to the horrid 
men, has heard of the celebrations that 
frequently follow elections and how the 
successful cand'dates and their friends 
sometimes g0 home and beg for a bunch of 
keyholes, assorted sizes, ta be thrown down

H. Matthews Found Bruised 
and Unconscious. 


CONFLICTING STORIES 
AS TO WHO HURT HIM. 


HE CLAIMS AN ACQUAINTANCE 
ASSAULTED HIM, BUT THERE 


Is NO PROOF. 


HIS WATCH AND CHAIN 
TAKEN FROM HIM. 


Motorman on the Cass Avenue Line 
Came to Grief Last Night and 
Can’t Remember How 
It Was. 


H. D. Matthews, a motorman on the Cass 
avenue linc, was found unconscious early 
Wednesday morning in a hallway adjoining 
Joseph Williams’ saloon at Grand and St. 
Louis avenues. 

He had received an unmerciful beating. 
His face was a mass of cuts and bruises, 
and blood oozed from two ugly wounds on 
his head. 

The discovery was made by an elctric 
lineman, who notified Kd Wassem, a bar- 
keeper in Williams’ place. 

Matthews was ly.ng against the wall of 
the Bangway, which is about two feet wide. 
His hat and coat were in the street and his 
Sold watch and chain were missing. 

“The man was groaning with pain,” said 
Wesson, ‘“‘when I lifted h.m to his feet. He 
was insensible, but revived after awhile, 
when he said that certain of his acquaint- 
ances had assaulted him.” 

When he arrived at the North End Dis- 
pensary Matthews was so weak from loss 
of blood that he fainted twice while under 
treatment. The attending physicians pro- 
nounced the case serious. 

He was removed to his home, 4321 St. 
Louis avenue, where he resides with his 
wife and family. A reporter called there 
Wednesday, 

Mrs. Matthews said her husband was 
resting easily, but the doctors had given 
Strict instructions to allow no one to see 
him, She could not say how her husband 
got injured. 

John W. O'Keefe, a clerk in the Post- 
ook saw Matthews at 7 o’clock Tuesday

“At about that hour,”’ says O’Keeefe, “I 
met Matthews, whom I have known for 
many years, at Leffingwell and Cass ave- 
rues. His face was cut in several places. 
I wanted to take him home, but he refused 
to accompany me. 

“Then he had a few words with a man 
named Lottie Loftus, but they parted ap- 
parently good friends. Afterwards I called 
Matthews aside and asked him if he had 
been in trouble. He said: yes, two fellows 
jumped on me at Garrison and Cass ave- 
nues. They claimed I was a scab.’ 

“He sad his assailants were railroad em- 
ployes. I walked as far as Glasgow and 
Cass avenues with Matthews, where I left 
him. I advised him repeatedly to go home, 
but to no purpose.”’ 

Matthews said at the dispensary that it 
was O’Keefe who assaulted him, but ad- 
mits that he does not know much about

Few People Know When and How to 
Employ It Effectively. 
From the St. James Gazette. 

In order to be artistically rude you must 
exercise a wide discrimination, selecting 
well the time, the manner and the object of 
your intentional discourtesy. To be invari- 


ab:y impolite, inconsiderate of others, self- 
assertive. is a matter of temperament. To be 
rude at the right moment and in the right 
way is a sure test of breeding and is well 
worth learning, if, indeed, it can be learned, 
There are plenty of women who, having 
sharp elbows, push their way through life 
by their aid; there are plenty of men who 
look for foes to stamp upon. Only one here 
and there knows the right time and the 
right way to turn the elbuw and bring down 
the heel upon the deserving offender, And 
observation will show you that, curiously 
enough, these are the very people who, in 
normal circumstances, have the most cour- 
teous manners. For the rudeness which is 
an art is by no means simply the absence 
of good manners, and consists in a good 
deal more than the mere neglect of acting 
courteously. It is not a negative, but a pos- 
itive quality. Therefore we must leave out 
of consideration the mere il.-manner d man, 
the man who blusters through life without: 
regard to his own dignity of the conduct of 
his neighbors. Indeed, there are not many 
men who can be effectively rude at all; for 
the effectiveness of the process consists 
mainiy in the sudden turn from suave ur- 
banity to mordant rebuke. And to be really, 
absolutely, effectively and artistically rude 
you must be a woman, beautiful if possible, 
but certainly clever. 

he art of rudeness, in its supremest de- 
velopment, avenges a sl.ght or parries an 
unwarrantable liberty with the least possi- 
b.e expenditure of force, adeft turn of 
the tongue, a word that goes straight to its 
mark, without spattering discomfort among 
the bystanders. Rudeness in. the highest 
sense of the word. is not a matter of rules 
at all; it is not even a matter of neglecting 
rules. Rudeness of the right kind requires 
originality, the quick sighting of the weak 
spot in the enemy’s armor and the pungent 
phrase that pierces it. A rapid estimate, 
too, of the adversary’s character is ueces- 
sary. You would not try to snub an ele- 
phant or to bludgeon a butterfly. The men 
who will not shrink from a scratch must be 
stabbed.
